"It is hardly tiosslblo to believe this, but
it is Iho truth.

"I haw Unveiled in some of tho cars wliero
the roofs wero ho leaky that passengers had
to put up thoir umbrellas inside.

" In the night timo I hnvo seen thorn using
horses that could hardly stsnd, and poor,
broken-dow- n brutes that wero fit subjects
for tho bono.yard.

Mrs. Hayes cxhibltel much devotion and
patiintism In attending wounded soldiers during
the war. and has always manifested a strong
sympathy with tlio work of lefoimatory and
philanthinpic organizations.

Hor tcmpciauca principles led to tho banish-
ment of wine fiom tho Whlto House at Washing-
ton during her husband's admluistiatlou, au in-
novation which attracted much aud varied
attention aud comment during tho four years.

Tho Washington ktar of yesteiday said of Mrs.
Hayes:

bhe was a womtn of oducation and refinement. Hbs
understood the art of entertaining better than most
women Ten In htuh social poiition do She know how
to mako tbe greater and the lesser alike feel perfectly
at home and enjoy themselves when at her house. Few
women would hate attempted what she did suecetnfaliy,
to entertain entirely without the nse ot wines at the
talile The persons connected with the nfttciat house-
hold of the President during the four rears ot the Hayes
Administration were al Idefoted to Mrs. Hayes and the
news of her dangerous illness has caused them much
sorrow.

Heveral of the present officials were at the White
House at that time, and their recollection of her is
coupled with a warm personal recard. Senators Demo-
crats and Republicans wero otten tieard to give ex-
pression tn most eilravagant compliments nf her grace
asahostess Senator (lordon, one ot the meat ardent
partisans the Democrats had In the Senate, became ono
nf her most enthnslSHti'j friends alter meeting her stthe
White Hn i,e. He spoke nf hr as a rare woman.

Kvery Thanksgiving while nho was in the White House
Mrs llsyes gave s family dinner, st which she and tho
President and their children sat at the table with the
Private beeretary. the snaistant secretary and the

clerk. At these dinners everything was as
charming and home-lik- e as poisllie. The devotion of
everyliodi la the hone to Mrs Hayes was manifest, and
her gentleness and rehnvmeut are often spoken of tn
terms of high praise.

Urn. llajcs's illness began on Triday with a
sttokoof paralvsis, induced by an apoplcctio
shock. Thcro was but faint hope of her recovery
from tho llrst.
